forces and to obstruct recruiting and 
enlistments “ by means of personal so- 
licitation, of public speeches, or arti- 
cles printed in certain newspapers.” 

The groups agitating for an amnesty 
for political offerders argue that their 
imprisonment is an attack upon the 
constitutional guarantees of freedom 
of speech, this being the keynote of 
Senator Borah’s platform efforts. 

German Spies Are Free. 

None of the I. W. W. prisoners was 
charged with being an agent of Ger- 
many. 

The German spies, plotters, and dyna- 
miters who blew up ships, docks, and 
powder plants are free. The joint am- 
nesty committee at Washington, which 
keeps tab on prison releases, says, “‘ all 
the German spies and enemy- agents 
were released long ago.” Some offend- 
ers, convicted of taking German gold 
to spread German propaganda and to 
aid in fomenting industrial troubles 
during the war, still have their cases 
on appeal. None of the profiteers, in- 
dicted by federal grand juries during 
the war, is in jail. 

Dynamiting drew shorter sentences 
than soap-boxing. Franz Rintelen, 
for instance, convicted in May for put- 
ting bombs on ships, got one year in 
a county jail for one offense and two 
terms aggregating only three years 
fn Atlanta. His sentence was com- 
muted in November, 1920, and he was 
deported to Germany. 


Case of “ Wall Street Wolf.” 


David Lamar, the “Wolf of Wall 
Street,”’ one of Rintelen’s agents, who 
was convicted in 1917 for causing 
strikes and walkouts in ammunition 
plants, got a sentence of one year 
The 
reports of the attorney general's of- 
fice indicate he is still out on bail 
pending appeal. 

Claus Freese, who was convicted at 
El Paso of unlawful departure from 
the United States in time of war and 
who went into Mexico to offer plans 
to the German consul of a new gun 
similar to that which the American 
army was soon to use in France—his 
sentence has been commuted. Just a 
few instances. | 

Two men who were convicted on the 
overt act of conspiring to sell their 


ed 
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influence with a local exemption board 
to get registrants off at $1,500 a shot 
are free. 

So is a woman convicted of provid- 
ing doctored eye-glasses to slackers, 
which led to their being rejected for 
faulty vision. 

The I. W. W.’s Still in Cells. 

But the 67 I. W. W. offenders are 
still serving sentences of five to 
twenty years for “ expressions of opin- 
ion,” meaning opposing the prosecu- 
tion of the war through the written 
or spoken word. Eugene Debs, who 
was imprisoned on essentially the 
same charge, has been released. Other 
men whose war-time utterances were 
quite as lurid and vehement as any- 
thing the ‘“‘ Wobblies” put forth have 
not spent a minute in jail. 

And to cap the climax, William D. 
Haywood, leader and founder of the 
I. W. W., jumped his $15,000 bond and 
went to Russia with eight other lead: 
ers who had been sentenced, and the 
 Wobblies”’ are scratching to make 
good the loss to the bondsmen. The 
government this week is to take steps 
for forfeiture of the bonds, aggregat- 
ing $80,000. 


Point to Great Britain. 

The amnesty groups point out that 
in Great Britain under the defense of 
the realm act the maximum penalty 
given offenders fer public expressions 
denouncing the war was six months, 
as compared with the twenty years’ 
maximum in America for violation of 
the espionage act. In England, they 
set forth, little restraint was placed 
upon the minority so far as the spoken 
and written word went.

Another argument brought forth by 
the amnesty group is tac other coun- 
tries released similar offenders long 
ago. In England, the short sentences 
led to the release of all “war opinion” 
prisoners within a year after the armi- 
stice. Amnesty was granted such of- 
fenders by Italy Nov. 19, 1918, a few 
days after the armistice; in France, 
Oct. 24, 1919; Belgium, Oct. 31, 1919. 

Deny Intent to Obstruct. 

The I. W. W. members themselves 
deny that they intended to obstruct 
the war, insisting that they continued 
‘in wartime the ordinary activities of 
the organization, which are legal in 
‘times of peace, and that they went no 
‘further than many pacifist organiza- 
tions. 


One piece of literature widely circu- 
lated is a report from Maj. Alexander 
Sidney Lanier, formerly of the military 
intelligence bureau, who read the 40,000 
page record of the Chicago trial and 
analyzed it. Mr. Lanier, who for five 
years was an assistant to the attorney 
general of the Philippine islands, re- 
ported his belief that “none of these 
men were properly convicted.” 


Early Move for Freedom. 


Ever since the armistice a campaign 
‘has been waged for release of all po- 
litical prisoners. In fact, it was 
launched a day or so after the armis- 
tice, some of its advocates apparently 
taking the view that it was more ur- 
gent to get war prisoners out of jail 
than to get the beys back from France 
and -to provide hospitalization and 
other care for the wounded. 

Another drawback at that time was 
that some of the bacKers of the move- 
ment were not in particularly good 
odor. Even today on looking over the 
names many are found which were not 
having bouquets hung on them during 
the war days. 


But now the movement has expanded 
until it has quite an imposing array 
of supporting organizations. The atti- 
tude of the American Federation of 
Labor, as set forth before the house 
judiciary committee last March, is that

judiciary committee. 
Action ‘in Other Cascs. 

The Wilson administration in some 
200 espionage cases reduced long sen- 
terives to a “ peace-time basis,” and the 
war department did the same with 
thousands of cases of soldiers sentenced 
to long terms, thus releasing them 
automatically after a’short period. 
When the Harding’ administration 
came in there were about 175 political 
prisoners. On Christmas day twenty- ' 
five were released, including Mr. Dobs. | 

Since then faroles, commutations 
and expiration of sentences have re-| 
duced the number to seventy-two. 

The warden at Leavenworth reported 
last night tnat sixty-seven I. W. W.s 
and three other so-called political of- 
fenders remain in confinement at Leav- 
enworth. In addition there is one in 
Atlanta and one at McNéli’s island— 
total. 72. The attorney general has 
pointed out that one difficulty is that 
fifty-two I. W. W. prisoners at Leaven- 
worth refuge to apply for individual 
clemency.

FIRE DAMAGE SET 
‘AT $8,000,000 


North Bay, Ont., Oct. 7.—The prop- 


ably aggregate $8,000,000. The loss of 
life will likely total about forty-eight, 
while between 150 and 200 farms were 
burned out and about 8,000 persons 
were made homeless, according to a 
statement issued by Premier Drury 
today after a trip over the stricken 
area.

SLIGHT DROP IN 
PRODUCTION OF 
SOFT COAL NOTED 


Anthracite Mining Still 
Shows Increase. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT?) 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 7.—[{Spe- 
cial.]—A slight decrease has marked 
production of soft coal during the first | 
week of October, according to the: 
weekly report of the geological sur- 
vey. For three weeks in succession 
the output had been slowly increasing, 
reaching 9,776,000 net tons in the week 
of Sept. 30. During the present week, 
Oct. 2-7, the returns so far received 
indicate a total of about 9,600,000 tons. 
On Monday, Oct. 2, the railroads re- 
ported loading 38,088 cars of soft coal, | 
a figure exceeded but once since the | 
close of the strike. On Tuesday, how- | 
ever, loading dropped to 28,047 cars| 
as against 30,566 on the preceding | 
Tuesday and the total loaded on the} 
first four days of the week showed a 
decrease of 2.3 per cent when com- 
pared with the week preceding. Final 
returns are expected to show an out-/ 
put of between 9,500,000 and 9,700,000 
tons. 

Demand for Coal Active. 

“In all the large producing fields 
of the country demand is active,” says 
the report of the geological survey, 
“and coal is being offered for ship- 
ment up to the limit of transportation. ' 
The current rate of output exceeds 
1921 but is far below that of other 
recent years. 

“Production of anthracite contin- 
ues at around 1,900,000 net tons a 
week. The total of all coal raised is 
therefore about 11,500,000 tons, con- 
siderably below the amount needed to | 
meet current consumption and at the! 
same tifne to rebuild consumers’ 
stocks.”

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[RADIO CONCERTS 


SOON TO BE SENT 
OUT BY HAVANA 


Havana, Cuba, Oct. 7.—President 
Alfredo Zayas of Cuba will formally 
inaugurate radio broadcasting in Ha- 
vana on the afternoon of Oct. 10 with 
a speech which will be delivered in 
the national palace and shot out into 
space from the sending station of the 
Cuban Telephone company. Special 
transmitting apparatus will be in- 
stalled in the palace to carry the pres- 
ident’s voice from that place to the 


radio room of the telephone company. 

The wave length used will be 400 
meters, a permit to broadcast with 
that wave having been delivered to the 
Cuban Telephone company yesterday 
by Secretary Landis. The sending 
station was erected by the Internda- 
tional Telephone and Telegraph corpo- 
ration of New York, with which the 
Cuban Telephone company is associ- 
ated. 

Experimental tests made in Havana 
developed the fact that amateurs in 
the United States as far north as New 
Jersey were able to hear phonograph 
records broadcast from Cuba.

Cleveland, O., Oct. 7.— [United 
Press.]—Plans for a gigantic combine 
of the interests of Henry Ford and the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers’ 
Codperative bank for a finish fight on 
Wall street became known here today. 

Joseph J. Hobert Jr., general finan- 
cial agent of the bank, announced to- 
day that he will go to Detroit next 
week to ask Ford to join with W. 8. 
Stone, grand chief of the Brotherhood 
of Locomoive Engineers and president, 
of the bank, in carrying: the codpera- 

tive banking movement into New York. 

It is expected that Hobert will ask 
Ford to put a deposit of from $50,000,- 
000 to $75,000,000 into the bank. It is 
understood that Stone feels that $17,- 
000,000, the bank’s present funds, are 
not large enough with which to go 
into New York.

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Upon velvets, indeed, the French designer 
has lavished all a grandmother's tenderness 
and care. The plain velvets themscives were 
never more beautiful, stressing as they do all 
the shades of brown from gold to mahogany. 
One may mention im this connection that 
king's blue is one of the designer's favored 
choices in velvet, and you can imagine how 
sumptuous is this selection when cotnbined 
with ermine, chinchilla, or rabbit. It is, in 
fact, this combination which has been chosen 
im the suit at the extreme left. And, to 
make the model more impressive, bere is a 
new way of using fur. For the narrow bands 
of white rabbit are applied in design faxhion. 
This suit is almpost equally lovely in duvetyn. 

As to the broeaded and otherwise fanciful 
velvete of the year, these are so superb they 
make you think of medieval stained glax. 
They come sometimes printed in bands of 
gold and other times they show patterns in 
low relief on a background of frosty gold. 
Then there is cashmere velvet, executed in 
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al’ the harmonious eastern colorings, and an- 
other exquisite fabric which runs a fairy- 
like thread of gold through its folds. Last 
of all comes the velvet glacier. This, like 
the satin glacier which has recently achieved 
&. many exquisite evening gowns and wraps, 
s erimkled.

The detter homes movement aims to 
dre the average person a clearer idea 
¢ what is good in furnishings and 
wior harmony, as well as to offer him 
encrete improvements in architec- 
wral features, permanent household 
‘stures, labor saving devices, and 
wiiding materials. It will lead toward 
he creation of’ a higher standard, 
through good furniture and accessor- 
ws, which will tend to make the home 
he center of attraction. The pub- 
ie has appealed for help and infor- 
mation in striving to improve the 
tally environment, and the better 
homes mMoverment endeavors to be of 
he greatest assistanée possible. 
Proper furniture and furnishings help 
pople toward a greater self-respect, 
independence, and, consequently, bet- 
ter social and financial standing. That 
isa fact not to be ‘ignored. 

The interest which the public has 
en taking in interior decoration has 
ought about great advancement ‘in 
Biwniture, textiles, and wall hangings. 
Well balanced color schemes and good 


designs are everywhere apparent. The 
fresh knowledge of new methods of 
arranging furniture, new styles of 
decoration and new ideas in domes- 
tic equipment which the campaign of- 
fers may be advantageously adapted 
to the comfort and beauty of one’s 
immediate surroundings. 

A recent exhibit of good interiors, 
held in London, was of an exception- 
ally interesting character. A series of 
model rooms consisted of a dining 
room, living room, two bedrooms, 
kitchen, and nursery. The design of 
furniture and the placements showed 
originality of treatment, combined 
with dignity and restraint. 

In the living room an overstuffed 
davenport and two chairs were uphol- 
stered in deep, old blue velour, trimmed 
with narrow black and gold braid. The 
floor was covered with a large Chinese 
rug, in dull blue, old gold, light rasp- 
- berry color, and black. A Chinese pat- 
terned chintz was used for window 
hangings. Fitted itno a recessed win- 


dow was a writing table with accesso- 
ries an dits accompanying chair. The 
simple marble mantel, over which

hung a good portrait, was flanked by 
molding-high, built-in bookcases. A 
small sized gateleg table, a tail clock, 
and a fireside stool completed the fur- 
nishings. 

The dining room Was carried out in 
Adam period furniture. The seats of 
the chairs were upholstered in old blue 
brocatelle, and a two toned dark blue 
rug was used on the floor. Over.the 
mantel a mirror was hung, and on the 
mantel shelf were placed a clock and 
a pair of oval framed silhouettes. The 
hangings in this room were of dull 
gold colored taffeta, trimmed with 
deep rust color. 


Particularly attractive and different 
was the kitchen. The range was set 
into a recess which had a window at 
each side. The back of this recess was 
tiled with white enamel. The whole 
was treated architecturally and framed 
with a large, high stone mantel piece, 
on the shelf of which were kept two 
quaint boxes and several pieces of 
decorative. crockery. 


The floor was tiled in alternate ten 
inch squares of Delft blue and ecru. 
As. far up as*the top of the mantel, 
smaller, deeper blue tiles, with ecru 
putty were used. A large hitchen table 
was placed convenient to the stove. 
Another wall. space accommodated a 
commodious- cupboard. The chairs 
were of the old BEngiish xonee type. 


Blue and white gingham, in large 
checks, was used at the windows. 


Natural colored mahogany furniture 
was employed in the best bedroom. 
There was a four poster bed. The 
cover for this was quite unusual. The 
part which covered the top of the bed 
was white, and the double flounce 
which fell to the floor around the sides 
and end was of old fashioned floral 
chintz on a white ground, Correspond- 
ing were the white Swiss glass cur- 
tains, with their chintz overdrapes. 
The little dressing table and chair were 
placed just in front of one of the 
windows, so that a good light might. be 
enjoyed. A large wardrobe with a mir- 
rored door, a lowboy, wing chair, and 
slipper chair finished the room. 


The other bedroom was carried out 
in much the same style. Here walnut 
furniture was used. The entire bed 
was covered with chintz, in Du Barry 
rose, sage green, and corn color, with 
unobtrusive touches of French. blue on 
an ecru ground. The pane curtains 
were of ecru scrim, and thé overdrapes 
of Du Barry rose silk .poplin. 


Every convenience was introduced 
into the charming little nursery. In 
each of two corners triangular ward- 
robes were set in. .One of these was 


for clothesethe other was fitted with, 


shelves; for the accommodation . of’ 
bora and: games. The little low dress- 
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ing table had a quaint ladder back 
chair placed against the wal) at each 
side of it. There was a small bed for 
the child, and a day bed, placed length- 
wards to the wall, for the nurse. The 
floor was completely covered with a 
woven rug, in white and two tones of 
blue. There Was a nursery frieze 
placed just above the low moulding, 
and figures from this were copied on to 
the parchment lamp shades and 
shields. $ 

All of these rooms indicated the de 
mand for simplicity in design and free- 
dom from elaboration. They were suit- 
able for the smaller type of houses and 
rooms, and that is the type which is 
receiving the most attention at pres- 
ent. Exhibits showing the possibilities 
of good furniture and tasteful sur- 
rouridings are being sought for by the 
average householder, because by this 
means his taste is educated and his 
general standard of furnishing is 
raised. 

Detail, even in matter of minor 
pieces, such as telephone stands, is 
being stressed. In the old days, when 
telephones first came into use, the 
regulation stand was of the crude mis- 
sion type. But nowadays exquisite 
pieces are taking their place, gracing 
the ¢orners in which they are installed. 
Lovely styles in accessories of all sorts 
are to be had; to correspond with the 
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periods in which the rooms are fur- 
nished... 

Anotheg, matter of detail of interiors 
which hag been greatly developed is 
that of lighting fixtures and their ar- 
rangement. Previous to the present 
time it was difficult to find a fixture 
which ‘was not ornate and hideous. 
Now, however, good fixtures of simple, 
restful lines are procurable. Former- 
ly, too, lights were indiscriminately 
placed, usually at the point of great-

EW YORK.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.j—-By the time one 
has managed to acquire a pair of 
first night tickets to a New York 

theater one has generally spent so 
much money one feels that to attend in 
one’s business or-every day clothes 
would be an insult to one’s pocketbook 
and to one’s pasteboards. 

Perhaps this might serve to account 
for the preponderance of those who 
dress for opening nights over those 
who do not, and when we say dress 
we refer to the dinner jacket for men.

bles and wardrobes for the bedroom, 
and window seats for all. In a small 
room built-in pieces are espe@ally ad- 
vantageous, for they furnish extra con- 
veniences, without detracting from an 
already limited space, Corner cabinets 
which have architectural decorative 
” value introduce charm as well as util- 
ity to the small dining room. 


Plumbing systems and bathroom 
equipments have been developed and 
_. bettered to such an extent that it has 

been made possible to combine useful- 
ness and beauty. Designs in bathroom 
ware which involve durability, con- 
venience, and the utmost sanitary ful- 
fillments are being insisted upon by 
the householder who wishes to have a 
better home. This is equally true of 
kitchen and laundry equipment. They 
are not necessarily elaborate, but are 
adaptable to the average home. 

Another point which thas received 
special attention in the finishing of 
bathrooms is that of insuring the sta- 
bility of plaster. Unsightly plaster 
cracks, which are a continual source of 
upkeep expense for interior decora- 
tions, may be avoided if the piaster 
ig properly reinforced by metal lath. 
» This treatment not only guarantees 
permanent smoothness for the walls 
or ceilings, but is a strong factor in 
the checking of fires. Being fire re- 
sistive, metal Jath should be demanded 
over heating plants and fuel storages. 
Reinforcing strips of metal lath, bent 
into the corners and applied over the 
ordinary wood lath where walls and 
ceiling intersect, eliminate corner 
cracks. 

The six room house illustrated today 
» is of the type of moderate sized homes 
which are sponsored by the better 
homes movement. The convenient ar- 
rangement of its rooms should be 
of interest to the home builder. Bs- 
pecially attractive is the exterior of 
the house. The arrangement of the 
porches at front and back, with the 
entry way at the side, gives a pleas- 
. ing impression of width. Cream col- 
* ored stucco is used for the exterior 
walls. The wood columns of the 
porches, cornice, doorway, window 
. frames, lattice, and railing are painted 
“ white. Blinds and flower boxes are 
sap green, and the roofs are pf vari- 
gated blue slate. It may be rémarked 
here that slate is rapidly regaining 
_its popularity for roofing. 

Just inside. the doorway is a con- 


venient coat closet and bench. Be- 
yond the vestibule is an attractive 
hallway (with a large closet) connect- 
ing the living and dining rooms. The 
spacious living room has two sets of 
French doors opening on to the front 
porch. Between these two is a real 
fireplace. Triple windows at each 
side of the room afford a delightful 
play of cross lights. 

The dining room is accessible from 
the hallway, or through French doors 
from the back porch. A triple win- 
dow admits plenty of light, and the 
placement of the door which leads 
to the kitchen insures good ventila- 
tion. Modern equipment and im- 
provements are installed in the life 
sized kitchen and in the adjoining 
pantry. 

Upstairs there are three comfort- 
ably lighted and closeted bedrooms, a 
bathroom, and a sleeping poreh. Each 
of the bedrooms is large enough to 
accommodate a double bed and dresser, 
besides other minor pieces. In the 
upstairs hall there is a closet for 
linens and another for brooms, etc. 

It has been planned that only a por- 
tion of the underground space be ex- 
cavated for the basement. This ar- 
rangement provides for a furnace 
room, large coalbin, storage room, and 
vegetable closet. If it be desired, the 
remaining space could be excavated 
for a laundry. 

The plans shown here were furn- 
ished by H. Bonnetheau, architect, of. 
Los Angeles, Cal. 

Homes of this type are indicative of. 
the styles which are termed “better 
homes.” The public must realize that 
“just any house” won't do—that that 
is not a real home. They must see 
that though a house is “ well enough” 
if it is rainproof and weatherproof, if 
it is passably clean, and if it provides 
for the absolute necessaries of every- 
day life—still it is not a “ better home” 
until, in addition to these things, it is 
hygienic throughout, it is efficiently 
lighted, it is heated with the minimum 


of dirt and trouble, it is, as nearly as‘ 


possible, smellproof, fireproof, and 
burglarproof, and it has adequate 
bathing facilities for all the family at 
once, and not in rotation.

The pattern is suitable for most

The patch pockets, cuffs, collar, 
and belt may be made of a contrasting 
material, or the entire dress may be 
made,of one material and the pockets, 
collar, cuffs, and belt embroidered, the 
cross-stitch or outline seeming espe- 
cially appropriate. 
e If one wanted the dress to wear in 
the afternoon at home, serge, wool, 
jersey, or challis would be smart, In 
this case the collar, cuffs, belt, and 
pockets could be made of the same ma- 
terial or heavy satin. Or if cut from 
the dress material, they could be bound 
with satin. No other trimming would 
be necessary. 

A surprising variety of designs is 
shown in dresses for children; and pat- 
tern No. 1497 is so simple and yet so 
smart, many’ mothers will be glad to 
have it. There is a little short waist, 
and to this is attached a pair of bloom- 
ers. These are cleverly shaped down 
the side and set into narrow bands. 
To simulate a skirt, a band is applied, 
the pattern giving the exact position 
for it. This band may be finished with 
a hem, it may be made double, or it 
may be finished with a scalloped or 
pointed edge. 

A collar goes with this pattern, show- 
ing a scalloped edge and being much 
deeper in front than in back. "With 
this there should be turned back cuffs 
with scalloped edge, and if the dress is 
in blue or pink with scallops beund in 
white and perhaps a tiny bit of gaily 
colored embroidery perched on the left 
side of the waist, the result would be 
pleasing enough to pay for the work. 

In stitching the band on the bloom- 
ers, it should be turned in a good quar- 
ter inch, stitched first close to the 
edge, and then a second row of stitch- 
ing put in one-quarter inch below.

It had 
its own governmental subvention, as it had before 
the war, but this sum, whatever it was, turned out 
to be inadequate for the proposed opera. season. 
More was needed—and more was raised.

In every theater, not only of Milan but of the 
province of Lombardy, a small tax is imposed, whether,.the attraction be dra- 
matic, musical, or of the films, and this tax, some 25 centimes per admission, 
turned over to the fund of La Scala.

Onwentsia Hunt Race.

ONSIDER a radio receiving set as 
a “Y.” The ear phones occupy 
the center, or fulcrum spot, 
where the three branches meet.

Then the Michelson interferometer 
was invented and applied. Sure 
enough, what had been barely percep- 
tible before now was seen as an as- 
sured fact; the interferometer split the 
rays from the two sums and rendered 
each globe plainly visible. 

There are many interesting stars 
near Capella, but none, perhaps, more 
noteworthy than Beta <Aurigae, Ca- 
pella’s lieutenant in the constellation. 
Beta Aurigae is not connected by 
stellar ties to Capella. Its family affilia- 
tions are numerous, however. It is a 
gas brother of Sirius, the brightest star 
in our sky, and of the great dipper. 
Among the lesser stars in the same 
group are Delta Leonis and Beta 
Eridani. ’ 

Suns move in families. Planets are 
abject slaves in their solar systems, 
mere points beside the huge bulk of 
their sun. They do nothing of their 
own accord, but move as their sun 
draws them. Suns are supreme rulers 
over their respective spheres, but in a 
larger sense they too are captives. Suns 
are born from nebula. 

Kindred globes are so far apart that 
not one of them can know its brother 
suns, yet each of them pursues the 
orbit of the cloud from which all were 
condensed, keeping alive the elements 
and traditions of the family swarm.

ORE than a quarter of a century has passed since Bunner’s exquisite 

“As One Having Authority "—perhaps as perfect a short story as ever 

came from an American pen—appeared in Scribner’s magazine. None 

who read it then can have forgotten it, for‘it developed briefly, but with 

tendér eloquence, a theme fresh in native fiction—the victory of consecrated 

dignity over mob hysteria. Bunner died too soon! In 1896, having done 

extraordinarily fine things, he seemed at the beginning of great things. Then, 
at 40, he finished this course. 

Happily, “ As One Having Authority ” is saved to posterity in the collected 
edition of Bunner’s works which the Scribners published in 1896, and its mes- 
sage of sweetness and sense may there be read. A volume of eommentary on 
the spirit of the Book of Common Prayer could be written—and be assured 
many a careful, pious, dreary one has been written—without defining that 
spirit as tellingly as does the beautiful little story of the Protestant Episcopal 
bishop who stilled the sickening frenzy of a mob—'twas no less—at a southern 
camp meeting by his timely utterance of that gem of the Book, “ the Deciara- 
tion of Absolution, or Remission of Sins ""—‘ to be made,” the rubric, says, by 
the Priest alone, standing; the People still kneeling.” 

What is that spirit? Let us not pull long faces nor assume pieties, but 
talk of this book with the candor we try to employ when we talk of other mas- 
terpieces of literature. I think we shall not be any the less reverent for not 
assuming the routine pieties. They are all sacred—these masterpieces—in a 
larger, truer, more enduring significance than mere ecclesiasticism can confer 
upon them, and if we talk decorously of the masterpiece catalogued ag seculal 
we shall not fail of the right attitude when we approach those which great 
numbers of our fellow readers think of as sacred. } 

The spirit of the Book of Common Prayer that rewards attention when we 
consider it as a piece of literature is its celestial good taste. The men who put 
together this gracious and graceful volume had strong stomachs for the inflic- 
tion of physical pain upon those who did not agree with them, but when it came 
to devising a ritual that should be at once dignified and heart searching they 
knew their work. They understood—none ever better—man’s genius for 
reducing himself to the level of a howling dervish in his religious exaltation 
and in his penitent moods. They understood another tendency of devotees— 
the tendency, as they wax rich, to overload worship with luxuriousness of 
language and of emblem. They determined to curb on the one hand the 
hysteria and on the other the excessive pomp into which religious emotion was 
prone to run. They feared the pious hedonist. “ Decently and in order ’”’ was 
their shibboleth, and if you could not or would not say it or do it that way-~ 
well, you would be fined or imprisoned or exiled or burned for the present and 
damned for the future. Their sanitation, social and personal, was barbarous,

"Tis unlike most classics in this: The people know more that is in it and 
less about it than they do of any other book. Its history is, however, very 
memorable, very interesting, and richly ironic. 

It has been a best seMer—except for the five years of Mary Tudor and a 
part of the Commonwealth—for 373 years. : 

It sprang—this most graciaus book, certainly the most humane and liberal 
ritual that has come to us from antiquity—out of terrible times, out of the 
gropings of murderous rulers, bickering prelates, and a distracted people. The 
old church was being stripped of lands and revenues by greedy nobles and 
politicians, neither the new ecclesiastical organization nor the state obtaining 
much of the plunder. The book was begun under the keen eye and axe of one 
of the most gifted and most revolting monarchs in the annals of English king- 
ship, and it mostly came from the pen of a prelate regarded as notably humane 
in his time, but who assented to the burning of Joan Bocher and others because 
their religious views differed from his. It was an age of blood and boodle— 
but it could write. ‘Tennyson once told his son and biographer, Hallam Tenny- 
son, that he thought the Bible, the Psalms, and the Book of Common Prayer 
were written at “the grandest period” of our language, and Froude told the 
poet that some of the Acts of Elizabeth were written in “ the grandest lan- 
gauge” he knew. Tennyson's “grandest period” would include about two 
generations—from 1549 and the first edition of the Book of Common Prayer to 
1611 and the King James version of the Bible. 

Now, when men who could write as Alfred Tennyson and James Anthony 
Froude wrote pronounce for English of a certain period that English deserves 
the earnest study of all of us who are learning how to write. Therefore let 
us test the Er.glish they commended. Of all the glories of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer, I think the stateliest and the loveliest in thought’and diction 
is “‘A Prayer for All Conditions of Men,” which comes toward the end of “ The 
Order for Daily Morning Prayer.” Thus it moves: | 

O God, the Creator and Preserver of all mankind, we humbly beseech thee for | §' 
all sorts a conditions of men; that thou wouldst be pleased to make thy ways 
known unto them, thy saving health unto all nations, More especially we pray for 
thy holy Church universal; that it may be so guided and governed by thy good 
Spirit, that all who profess and call themselves Christians may be led into the 
way of truth, and hoid the faith in unity of spirit, in the bond of peace, and in 

teousness of life. Finally, we commend to thy fatherly goodness all those 
who are any ways afflicted or distressed, in mind, body, or estate; that it may 
please thee to comfort and relieve them, according to their several necessities ; 
givi them patience under their sufferings, and a happy issue out of all their 
aflic . And this we beg for Jesus Christ's sake. Amen,

_ than mere talent. Tnere are five pages 


or so of.“ Gargoyles,” which show 
what. he could do if he would only let 
himself do it. They are words put 
into the mouth of Doris, and they are 
about the psychology of the mob and 
they are fundamentally great words, 
the flowers of fundamentally great 
thoughts. 

Ben Hecht has at times something 
almost heroic fn his marner of 
thought. That he should chose to 
write a cheap piece of careles sexiness 
when he might be writing great books 
would sicken the sturdiest critic. Som- 
erset Maugham wrote “Gargoyles” 
before him if “Of Human Bondage,” 
but Somerset Maugham set his char- 
acters down in life and watched sex 
bind them into faggots and burn them. 
It was a complete life in which sex 
played an important part, but it wasn't 
devoid of the routine of little thirgs 
that make life. ‘‘Gargoyles”’ is con- 
cerned with nothing but. sex. Ben 
Hecht takes all life away from his 
characters except that. 

Mr. Hecht will probably feel that we 
are Puritans. He will probably bas- 
tinado us for thinking his novel almost 
a literary tragedy. We mourn because 
he has done a cheap thing when he 
might do a great thing. It is becatse 
he has proved that he can do beauti- 
fully what he does poorly. in “ Gar- 
goyles ’’’ that we belabor him. 

His play, “ Under False Pretences,” 
is about the same thirg as “Gargoyles” 
—the eternal relations of’ men and 
women—but where “Gargoyles” is 
heavy and dull and without beauty, 
“Under False Pretences ” is brilliant, 
sardonic, amusing—O, all of the adjec- 
tives any one could use of a wholly so- 
phisticated and beautifully ironic plece 
of work.

Every 
one likes to read about King Cophetua 
andthe Beggar Maid, abotit Maud Mul- 
ler and the Judge, about Sara Crewe, 
about the thousands of penniless crea- 
tures whom fate lifted from their pov- 
erty. 

It’s also tHe story of the lonely man 
and the bright little girl whom every 
one also likes to read about. “ Eppie 
in de toal hole,” coming up in an eager 
railery to such a grouch and miser 
and altogether undesirable citizen as 
Silas Marner makes every one feel a 
little more human. The lonely man 
needn’t be a grouch and a miser. He 
may be a charming gentleman and a 
baron of Wall street. The story is just 
as appealing. 


“The Cortlandts of Washington 
Square” is the story of a little girl 
whose mother—by the mere chance of 
picking up a lost pocketbook—found 
herself the wife of one of the richest 
men’ in New York, who did not, how- 
ever, know she possessed a gawky, red 
headed little girl, and who, when the 
child was presented to him, refused to 
allow her te go to Europe with his 
new and beautiful wife. Because he is 
sorry for her—and perhaps because 
she has a certain wistful charm, even 


in her childish ugliness—the bachelor 
brother of the impetuous husband in- 
vites her—Ann—to visit him. When 
the pretty bride and her stern husband 
are drowned at sea the brother keeps 
Ann as his ward. 

The story is concerned with Ann’s 
childhood, when she xnew guch men 
as Horace Greeley and Ralph Waldo 
Emerson, was a pet of Charles A. 
Dana, and counted William Cullen 
Bryant as one of her best friends. It 
is a novel of manners, and very charm- 
ing ones, too. 

The news of the fall of Fort Sumter 
comes as dramatic climax to her 
coming out ball. Ann becomes— 
against the wishes of her “ aunts "—a 
sort of handy maiden about the army 
hospital, where she meets Walt Whit- 
man, whom she has. never heard of, 
and Mrs. Fairbank humorously adds 
“Her ignorance spoke eloquently of 
the perfection of her upbringing.” 


There is a romance, a dramatic 
search for her flance, an adventure 
with an Italian nobleman who begs her 
hand in marriage, and an elopement, 
which ends in a little cottage west of 
Halsted street in the late sixties. It 
has sort of fragrance about it. It 
isn’t a great historical novel, but it is 
a pleasant one. It is more like Irving 
Bacheller’s “ In the Days of Poor Rich- 
ard” than anything that has come out 
just lately. It is quite as good as Mr. 
Bacheller’s tale. Mrs. Fairbank de- 
serves the praise which this—her home 
town—will give her for the way in 
which she has vivified the spirit of war 
time when women must work as well 
as weep. 

Everybody will have to read both 
“Gargoyles” and “The Cortlandts of 
Washington Square,” because every 
one will be talking about them.

“The Ladies!” 


Do you remember the “ Imaginary 
Conversations ” of Walter Savage Lan- 
dor? Maybe not, for the day of Lan- 
dor is passed. It used to be quite the 
thing between the years 1824 and 1848 
to talk wittily about those witty Con- 
versations. It was still the academic 
fashion when I was in college to read 
them—seélected ones that did not re- 
quire too skilled a memory to compre- 
hend. 

They still exist, in a fashion, in the 
imaginary conversations in “ Life.” 
Their charm was rejuvenated by Mau- 
rice Baring in his wholly charming 
“Lost Diaries.” They are a literary 
feat which is great “fun to perform, 
both for the person who writes them 
and for the one who reads them, if 
the one who reads them knows enough 
about the characters involved to see 
the subtlety of them. We haven't a 
lot of time for such knowledge these 
days, and there is practically no one 
who takes the trouble to write that 
kind of thing. 

E. Barrington has, however, in “a 
shining constellation of wit and beau- 
ty,” which he calls “The Ladies!” 
There is a " Diurnal of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Pepys,” an imaginary diary kept by 
the wife of the -diarist, in which she 
tells an amusing tale of learning secret 
writing so she may read her husband's 
diary, and cf finding he has said of 
her, “ Took occasion to fall out with my 
wife very highly about her ribbands 
being very ill matcht and of two col- 
ors, and to very high words, so that I 
did call her Reaste,.” ' 

We've atl wondered, probably at 
some time, what Mrs. Pepys must have 
thought if she read Sam's diary. We've 
all also been intrigued with the idea 
of Stella and Vanessa meeting, and 
Mr. Barrington has imagined such a 
meeting tin which Vanessa pointedly 
asks Stella whether or not she is the 
wife of Dean Swift. Lady Mary Mon- 
tague writes another of her famous let- 
ters (at Mr. Barrington’s dictation), in 
which she tells why she left England 
in 1739. 

Then there is a tale of the two lively 
Gunnings, one of whom became the 
Countess of Coventry and the other 
the Duchess of Hamilton and Argyll. 
Why Fanny Burney retired from court 
in 1791, the tale of the “ Walpole 
Beauty,” and a charming reintroduc- 
tion to the Darcys of Rosing, whom 
you've probably forgotten because it 
has been so long since you read your 
Jane Austen. Nice book, “The La- 
dies!” not, as Mr. Barrington says in

Clifton Johnson 
made many visits to John Burroughs, 
beginning in 1894, and each time he 
spent what seemed to him memorable 
hours with the old nature lover he 
wrote out a full record.of the conversa- 


‘ tion. He took ‘notes on the apot, so 


they say—which must have been a 
most unpleasant thing for éven such 
a gentle soul as Jdhn Burroughs. 

I’ve always felt there would be no 
spontaneity about a eonversation 
which was punctuated by one of the 
converser’s diligent setting down of 
the pearls that fell from the lips of 
the princess—or the prince. I've al- 
ways felt secretly ashamed when cir- 
cumstances forced me to halt a conver- 
sation while I jabbed a date down on 
a piece of badly concealed paper. But 
there ar@some interviewers who think 
the notebook is the basis of the inter- 
view. 

Well, anyway, Mr. Johnson seems to 
have got on very well with his ever 
present notebook, because Mr. Bur- 
roughs once told him—about a conver- 
sation which had been transcribed for 
a magazine—"“ You have caught the 
drift of our conversation, and often the 
very words and sfirit with great skill.” 
This book is a compilation of all the 
conversations which they had together 
—an addition to Burreughsiana which 
cannot be disregarded. 

“The Last Harvest,” the last of the 
last books by John Burroughs, has also 
just been published. Last year we 
thought, his posthumous book was his 
last—he had published so many! But 
it seems this is a later last book.
